POINTED PARAGRAPHS. 


T TNITED STATES JUDGE WING has lately 
*J ' rendered a decision which out-Herods all other 
bench emanations in its denial of one of the most 
cherished rights guaranteed by the federal consti- 
tution, which his superiors have declared does not 
follow the national flag. Judge Wing's jurisdiction, 
however, is not in the Philippines or Porto Rico, 
but in the Cleveland district in Ohio, where the 
constitution and the flag are supposed to prevail 
and wave without conflict one with the other. 
This leatned judge solemnly declared that free 
speech must be set abide, and thct American work- 
men must remain mute and tongue-tied whenever 
they act in organized endeavors to peacefully attain 
their ends. Such is the literal interpretation of the 
decision in the issuance of an injunction forbidding 
union strikers from establishing pickets, to persuade 
their fellow workmen to join them. 
It xvas not 


claimed in this case that the pickets were estab- 
lished upon the property of the emoloyers; that 
they were in any sense trespassers', or that other 
than persuasive and peacetul mean-, were used to 
influence men to become members of the union. 
In fact, all of this is admitted by the learned judge, 
who contributes to the literature of modem juris- 
prudence the following astounding and most original 
aphorism: "Persuasion of itself, long continued, 
may become a nuisance and unlawful." 
Under this 


decision, what chance do lite insurance agents, 
book canvassers, solicitors for newspapers, or even 
ministers of the gospel stand to earn their lueli- 
hoods if the line of legal demarcation is drawn at 
the persuasive tongue, their sole working 
imple- 


ment in the pursuit of their respective avocations? 


Heretofore the principal outcry against organ- 


ized strikes has been caused, and justifiably in 
many instances, by resort to force, violence and 
destruction of property in open defiance of the law, 
and in gross violation of all of the principles of a 
government which guarantees safety of life and 
property to each and all of its citizens, uniformly 
and regardless of rank, station or other condition. 


But the present great strike of the steel-workers 


has been unattended by tne objectionable features 
which have characterized too many of former and 
smaller ones, and the trust magnates have been 
placed at their wit's eud to devise some means by 
which to crush the peace I ul and heretofore lawful 
methods of the workmen. 
They have at last found 


it in a pliant judge who has decided that the human 
voice is as dangerous and consequently as unlawful 
as violent hands and the persuasive tongue, as 
terrible a menace to a community's peace and safety 
as the burning torch or exp!osi\e d>namite. 
In 


fact, the decision has very much the appearance of 
an intentional encoureger of lorce and violence, 
which can always be overcome by the strong arm 
of civil and military law, and if the strikers arc 
provoked by overt acts or coercive measures, they 
will be playing directly into the hands of their 
opponents, in whose interest the outrageous and 
unprecedented decree was rendered. 
While the 


provocation is strong, the reasons for prudence and 
moderation are stronger, and the strike leaders \vill 
doubtless discern the trap set for them and will 
promptly pass the word along the ranks directing 
that there be no departure from the peaceable and 
lawful course heretofore pursued.
